the gulf of Mexico, for handling the trade 
that is expected to grow out of the opening 
of the Panama canal. In this connection, it 
might be well to mention a fact not generally 
known, namely, that Galveston, Tex., stands 
second only to New York in exports, and that 
New Orleans comes next. The latter city 
has only about one eighth the import trade of New York, however, 
and about one half that of Boston. Galveston’s import trade, as 
compared with New York, Boston, Philadelphia or New Orleans is 
but a negligible quantity. In order to convey an intelligible idea of 
the commerce of the leading southern ports, while at the same time 
leading up to the significance of Mobile’s contemplated improve- 
ments, it will be well to consider these figures: Galveston for the 
fiscal year of 1912 showed an export trade of $218,000,000 and an 
import trade of approximately $4,000,000; for the same period, New 
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for a long time, it has been rapid of late. Everything considered, 
the progress of Mobile recently has been relatively as great as that 
of any other city in the South. The Manufacturers Record has just 
presented some facts with relation to harbor and dockage improve- 
ments in and near Mobile which bear this out.

However it may be about Tierra del Fuego, it has become evi- 
dent to explorers and inquirers generally in the last decade or so 
that only ignorance and a prejudice, amounting almost to a super- 
stition, have kept people out of the north. The opening to agricul- 
ture of the magnificent territory of British America embraced within 
the provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta was a revela- 
tion. It was supposed to be too far north to be of any particular 
value. Another revelation came with the discovery of gold in the 
Klondike, when it became known that Alaska might be peopled by 
self-sustaining millions. , Still another revelation was to come as a 
result of the acquisition by Ontario of the vast area once held under 
the sway of the Hudson Bay Company. For long years after this 
territory was joined to Ontario even the people of the original prov- 
ince knew little or nothing of its possibilities. They have been mak- 
ing wonderful discoveries in late years, however. And now the 
provincial government, appreciating the importance of these dis- 
coveries, is proceeding in the most feasible and effective way pos- 
sible to diffuse knowledge of them. , It has just issued a booklet 
designed to impart the information that everybody interested in the 
development of Canada will want to obtain. From this it appears 
that the new territory comprising what has come to be known as 
northern Ontario is three times as large as the United Kingdom and 
is three fourths the whole area of Ontario; that it spreads over 
830,000 square miles of the earth's surface, and that it contains 
tntold riches in timber, minerals, water powers and arable lands.

Many attempts have been made by deep and 
conscientious thinkers to discover wherein and 
wherefor the present generation fails to rise 
to the level of some that have precgded it, but 
thev have mostly proved futile, because as it is now believed in some 
quarters, they have started out invariably on wrong premises. Quite 
recently, however, one has arisen who seems to have planted his feet 
on more solid ground. He says that this day and generation are 
deficient in many important respects because they are lacking in the 
pie of the fathers. The pie of other days, he would have us believe, 
was not merely the product of a back-grate oven or hay-cooker; it 
was at once a summer dream in crust-shortening, a sonnet in filling. a 
symphony in flavor, an inspiration to the attainment of noble ends. 
How true this is! 

When the pie their great-great-grandmothers used to make was 
in its halcyon period, American men went into the world full of the 
fire of ambition for the accomplishment of things worthy of remem- 
brance. They went out into the wilderness, hewed the tall pine and 
the massive oak, made clearings, subdued nature, extended the out- 
posts of civilization—put up with all manner of hardship, endured 
all ‘manner of exposure, and were supported through it all by the 
knowledge that upon their return to the old homestead they would 
find the cupboard shelves literally carpeted with mince, rhubarb, 
custard, huckleberry, gooseberry, squash, peach, blackberry, pumpkin 
or apple pies, each anywhere from an inch and a quarter to an inch

One may not agree with all the results of the latter-day alliance 
of the state department and large financial interests seeking privi- 
leges in Latin America and Asia, and yet see the utility of having 
connected with the department of state officials whose business it 
will be to combine acquisition of information with the giving of 
expert advice to the diplomatic corps on all issues arising from con- 
temporary industry, commerce, and foreign trade. A department 
of state not thus equipped enters the task of competition with powers 
like Germany and Japan handicapped from the start.
